— The Great Victory 


Obtained by General S:hulrs over Count 


Teckely in the Upper Hungaria,on the 2 oth of Septemb. 1684. 


Together with an account of the Battle between the Duke of Lor- 
raine and the Seraſquier Baſſa before Buda. 


Enera] Schults having made bimſelf Maſter of the City of Zeher, and-put to 
the Sword, all the Rebels and German Deſertors therein, ſent out every 
day Spies into the Army of Count Teckely, and being informed by them 
of the Scituation .of his Camp, the Number of his Troops, and the Condi- 

tion they were in, reſolved to endeavour to Surprize them whilſt they were at work on the 
Fortifications of Eſpires, to which effe&t the ſaid General leaving his Baggage in his 
Camp of Zeben,ſer forward on the 17th abour 5 in the Evening, with all his Horſe, and 
ſome of his Infantry, and being come up to the Our-Gyards without being diſcovered, 
on the 18th «bout 3 in the Morning he drew up bis men in Battalliay and arracked 
the Rebels with ſo much vigor, thar he totally routed them, they being in ſuch a Conſter- 
nation ( not expeCting to be atrack'd in their Camp) that they made no manner of re 
Gftance,butwere forc't ro fly in leſs. than half an hour,leaving theirCamp-Artillery confiſting 
of five peicesof Cannon Amunition, Tents and Baggage, and even the Coach and Pavi- 
lion of Count Teckeiy, their Infantry endeavouring to fave themſaves irf Eſperies 
where the Gate was yet ſhur by reaſon of the night, were purſued and cut- in Prices 
by our Horſe. 'The Horſe fled towards the Bridge of Tarza, to recover Caſſovia, and the 
Bridge on theRiverSexo, where the moſt part of them wereDrowned or killed by theCroars, 
whom our General had ſent thither to demoliſh the ſaid Bridges to hinder their Retreat, 
ſeveral Hungarian Neblemen of Count Teckelys Party were killed in their flight by *the 
Peaſants, believing them to have deſerted Count Teickely, That in this 
Action fell on the place above 4.000 Rebels; it is very certain that ,C-.unt Teckely who 
was then faſt aſleep eſcaped afterward very narrowly in his ſhirt with' ſome of kis Servants, 
there being found in his Tent, his Clothes, his Scimiter, his Papers, his Plate and Money, 
* and the report goes,as if he were Drowned,cndeavouring toSwim his Horſe over theRiver 
Tarza to gain Caſſovia, of which we expc& cvery minute a confirmation. This Glorious, 
- aQtion thus atchieved by the Imperial Army, our General the ſame day about 9g in the 
Morning turned the. 5 pieces of Cannon that he took in the Enemies Camp, againſt the 
Town, and play'd them ſo hot that. he fired the Town in ſeveral places, whereof that 
called theSlawonianQuarter was almoſt. wholly reCuced ro Aſhes, Yeſterday about noon they 
began again to batter the place, throwing their Granadoes and other Fire-works into the 
. Town, which fired ſeveral ſtructures, This Morning arrived in our Camp the Trcops 
' we left near Zeben with our Artillery and Baggage, and we are. new at work to raiſe 
ſeveral Batteries to make way for a General affaulr, which our General is reſolved on 
 n caſe they do not ſurrender, which the Inhahirants had already dune, had not they bin 
hindred by Count Teckelys Troops, who got in after the Defeat to the Number of above

FROM to wit 1000 Foetand 1000 Horſe tinder the Command of 3 famous Captains 


of the Rebels, named Andrea Scerſeer,Steven Szirmay and Sebaſtian Saroſy. Yeſterday 
General Schults his Son went Poſt to Viewa to carry the welcome news of this great 
victory to the Emperor, and to lay at his Feet 14. Standards and ſome Colours of the ' 
Enemy,among(t which was the Standard of Count Teckeley Blazou'd with a Rix Dollar, 
whichCount Teckley bad choſen for his Arms, Environd with two Golden and two Silver

and on the Top a Ducal Crown, with a Device in Latine and Slavonian, Protetior of 
Hung ary, 
From the Imperial Camp before Buda the 23 of November I684. 

The approach of the Seraſquier Baſſo, with about 20 or 25000 Horle, without In- 
fantry or Cannon, gave u: an alarm, and whereas the Bavarir Cavalry and ther 3 
Imperial Regimcnts of Carags Chaville and Herberville being about 5000 were not yer 
come up, it was reſolved ina Councel of War ro expeCt the Enemy in Camp, mn'order 
whereunto the Duke of Lcrrain and Eleftor of Bauaria accompanied with ſeveral gene- 
ral Officers viſited all the Qi;arrers and lines o; Circumvallation fortifying them with ſome 
new Retrenchments, and giving all neceſſary Orders throughout, ro make a v:garous 
refiltance in caſe of an Arrack, and fecuring at the ſame time the approaches and ports 
that they advanced againſt the Town to prevent their ſales. 

Yeſterday. in the Morning the Enemy advanced and attacked our Camp in two e- 
veral places with great fury, endeavouring to break into our Retrenchments, and force 
their way through us into the Town, but found fo great reſiſtance, that he was forc.d 
to retreat in great Confuſion, with conſiderable loſs, leaving behind rwo Standards, In the 
mean rime the' Bcfieged made a furious Sally with 1500 Men, Horſe and Foot, 
to favour the defign of the Seraſquier, and attacked fo vigorouſly, that we were forced 
to give ground, till they advanced eve'! to our Batteries, and ruined ſome of our Trenches, 
to the loſs of above T'wo hundred of our Men ; but ſome Squadrons of Horſe coming up, 
drove the Enemy back to the Town Gares, and killed above Four hundred of them. 
Count Zyly Licutenant Collonel of the Regiment of Baden, had his Arm ſhot off with a 
Cannon Buller. 'This Morning the Seraſquier, who had retreated in great Diſorder 
about two Miles from our Camp, returned again to wake a Seccnd Attempr, which was 
not near ſo turious as that the Day betcre; and whilſt he Skirmiſhr wich ours, Four hun- 
dred Turks had the boldneſs to endeavour to paſs through a Mariſh, judg'd wholly inac- 
ceſſible, and paſſed ir in Mud and Water up to their Arm-pits, and fo got into the 
Town, leaving ſome of them in the Mire, who were ſhor. 

This little recruit will ney facilitate the re. .uftion of the place, fince we have good 
Intelligence that it wants not onely bread, but all forts of Provifions, that the Seraſquier 
who hath now been repulſed the ſecond time with great ſlaughter, is not in condition to 
hazard a third attempt to relieve it ar this time whilft our Army is upon being re-inforc- 
ed with two Regiments of Bavarian horſe, and three Imperial ones, a'ter which the Duke 
of Lerrain makes accompt to March with all his Cavalry to atrack the Seraſquier. in his 
Camp, and purſue him to the Bridge of Eſſeik. Some Turks which fled ro- our Camp 
do afſure us, that Sceytan Baſſe, Governour of the Town, had made uſe in this laſt 
Sally of his beſt Men, and that the Jews therein, about T'wo, thouſand in number, do en- 
courage him what they can to hold out to the laft, by very great Preſents, fearing to fall 
into our hands, and loſing all. On the other (ide, he himſelf animates his Souldiers, with 
hope of Relief, havipg ſhewed them for confirmation a Counterfeit Letter of the Seraſ- 
guier, promiſing the ſame, very fuddenly with an Army af a Hundred thouſand Horſe, 
Thirty thouſand Fanizaries, and Twenty thouſand Tarters, and to arrack us on the fide 
of the Danxbe, to make way for the Governour to Sajly out at the ſame fide, by a Signal 
grven him; this letter was on purpoſe flung into our Approaches, to difhearten us, but in 
vain, in that we are fo well informedof their force, that really they conſiſt not in above 
twenty five thouſand Men. The fum of all is, the relief hath been attempred 
the Sally made, the Seraſquier repulſed, and all his Dcfigm fruſtrated, and it's 
believed that he made not this Attempt with any other than to juſtifie himſelf to the 
Grand Seiginor,that he had done his utmoſt endeavour to releive Buds. 

Count Leſſley arrived at Vienna from the Camp before Buds on the firſt Inſtant with 
an account of the Confirmation thereof. 
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
